Alaska Highway 
Through Alberta 

Arguments Presented for 
- Rushing Road, and Reasons 
* For Supporting Mid-West 
Route 

Last week the magazine section o, 
the Calgary Herald presented through 
several articles, a case for the Alberta 
route for a U.S.-Alaska highway. 

New importance is now being at¬ 
tached to the necessity for this high¬ 
way. If Hitler beats Russia he will 
have the Trans-Siberian railway, and 
will control Siberia which is only a 
stone’s three from Alaska. Airfields 
are being built in Alaska, and also a 
big naval base, but there must be 
highway communication for transpor¬ 
tation. The cost of the road (gravel) 
is set at $25,000,000 which is the price 
of a 10,000 ton cruiser. 

“Nature,” says one writer in pres¬ 
sing the suitability of an inland route 
“has made a route from Peace River 
to Dawson and beyond, all on the lev¬ 
el with only one watershed to cross. 
This one watershed is of only a few 
miles. -All who are familiar with the 
north country know the highway 
should be built from the end of steel 
near Peace River to Hell’s Gate on the 
upper Liard. This is the shortest way 
in mileage, and presents few' difficul¬ 
ties in construction. 

“Near Hell’s Gate there is a remark 
able break in the Rockies which dwin¬ 
dle to insignificant hills. From here, 
the road could follow up the Liard to 
Francis lake and then across by a 
short level portage to the Pelly River. 
From here to Dawson is 475 miles of 
comparatively easy going. 

“The western route through B.C. is 
quite impracticable. The heavy snows 
fall and snow sliders create great dif¬ 
ficulty in maintaining the Yukon tele¬ 
graph line along this coast range. If 
it is difficult to keep a wire strung in¬ 
tact, what would it be to maintain a 
highway and keep it open. The re¬ 
maining B.C. route is also deep snow- 
country, flanked by high ranger. It is 
cross-sectioned by innumerable moun¬ 
tain torrents, subject to snow and 
mud slides. Also it must cross the 
high smmit of Sifton Pass lying at the 
head waters of Finlay river. 

"The way by Alberta avoids these 
handicaps and has all the advantage 
of B.C. roads without the disdvan- 
tages. No deep snow country lies 
north of the 59th and 60th parallels 
where the highway would enter from 
Alberta and follow the Liard. Road 
engineers could be supplied without 
difficulty by steam boat. 

“Tourist traffic and scenic attrac¬ 
tions are important but merely an ad¬ 
junct. But a strategic road built 
through a wilderness is only as strong 
as it6 weakest part, and if one part is 
blocked all is blocked. 

“The Alberta entrance has also the 
advantage of being closer to centres 
of population and supplies than in the 
case of B.C.” 

This opinion on the merits of the 
two roads is expressed by Sherwood 
Lewis, who spent 30 years of his life 
through the northern areas mentioned, 
and is at present a resident of Black 
Diamond.

Canada War Effort 
And Australia’s 


Those » Decrying Canada s 
Record in Comparison With 
Sister Dominion, Doing a 
Disservice 

In the publication “Native Son,” a 
summary of Canada’s war effort in 
comparison with Australia is pre¬ 
sented by Canadians. This is timely 
because it is popular in Canada to 
contrast unfavorably in the achieve¬ 
ment of Canada with that of Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Australia has a population of 7,- 
000,000. Canada’s population is 11,- 
390,000. On active service this/ySar 
Canada has a force of 170,000 fwhil; 
Australia has 100,000 on actK'Asei- 
vice. Australia has four division s 
with an armored division beint organ¬ 
ized. Canada has four divisioTIs4dTi<^ 
the infantry units for a fifth p)ds an ) 
armored division and an infantry tank 
brigade. We have greater reserves, 
more auxiliary and specialist/ troops. 

Both countries have conscription 
for home defence, and voluntary en¬ 
listment for oveiseas service. Aus¬ 
tralia’s homftdefence is over 100,000; 
Canada’s about 30,000, the difference 
being explained by the greater dang¬ 
er of Australian invasion. 

In the air Australia has a strength 
of 36,000 compared with Canada’s 50- 
000 . 

Australia’s navy is much superior 
to Canada’s, consisting of 6 cruisers 
and 7 destroyers as well as auxiliary- 
craft. Her navy numbers 19,000 men, 
while Canada’s is 13,000. To date 
Canada’s largest units are destroy- 


In terms of cash, Canada is spend¬ 
ing more than twice as much as Aus¬ 
tralia. For the year ending March 
31, 1941, Canada spent $792,000,000 
directly on the war, and also financed 
British purchases in this country 
amounting to $451,000,000. This 
made up $1,243,000,000. In the fiscal 
year ending une 31, 1941, Australia 
hopes to spend $669,000,000. But ac¬ 
tually Australia depends on Britain 
for financial aid, as she borrows $154,- 
000,000 to pay the cost of supporting 
Australian forces overseas. Canada 
not only pays the full cost,of her ov¬ 
erseas’ forces, but in addition is ad¬ 
vancing hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars to Britain to assist in buying war 
materials here. In the present fiscal 
year this will run to $1,000,000,000. 

Today Canada’s -armament orders 
total $1,700,000,000. 400 million have 
been spent building factories for war 
materials. This month the first cruis¬ 
er has come off the assembly line. 
Canada has delivered 120,000 motor¬ 
ized vehicles, many for the British 
army. We are producing 160 planes a 
month. 59 corvettes have been launch¬ 
ed for the navy, end in addition there 
are 24 patrol boats' and 12 mine 
sweepers under construction. Canada 
today has the. largest factory in the 
world producing machine guns; the 
largest factory 'in the Anglo-Saxon 
world producing field artillery, and 
the factory with largest output of 
Srrfhll arms. 

"Those who would decry Canadian 
achievement” concludes the article 
"are doing Canadian workers and 
soldier-; a dis-service that ill be¬ 
comes a citizen-^f Canada.”

Ever since the war broke out The 
Herald has contended that the place 
for hundreds of thousands of Cana¬ 
dian boys who can drive cars like de¬ 
mons and tractors as if they were 
born in the seat is in the mechanized 
forces, and that their natural talent 
and long experience are being abso¬ 
lutely wasted in the kind of training 
which did for the last war but is as 
out-of-date in this conflict as the fam¬ 
ous British squares of Waterloo would 
be. We need boys to whom a drive of 
100 or 500 miles is as nothing. We 
need resourceful young men in the 
-spearhead of today’s armirA-ho know 
mow to get there “quickest and fast- 
esV and who know that/a supply col- 
umninust travel as fa^t as the tanks 
and arfhoqred^cjxs-tf^fhe column is to 
be kept in motion. In fact, we must 
forget most of the tactics. 

Fortunately, Canada did take ad¬ 
vantage of the natural ability of our 
boys when we concentrated on air 
training. But we haven’t done the 
same with the rest of our forces. We 
haven’t yet visualized that the 400 
miles -from the Montana border to Ed¬ 
monton is only a fp p, skip and jump 
for a motorized winy that knows its 
objective and ha 4 the means oi get- 
ting there. 

Canadian boys are “go-getters” 
with the airplane, the truck and the 
tractor. Let’s keep that in mind in 
building our army.

Bacon Has Had Three Jumps 
in Three Months, May Be 
More to Come, Export to U. 

S. May Be Stopped 

A further increase in Canadian 
bacon prices, raised three times in 
less than three months, may be neces¬ 
sary to retain in’Canada the supplies 
required to ensure sufficient ship¬ 
ments, to the Cnited Kingdom. 

The last increast, raising export 
bacon prices 75 cents a hundred¬ 
weight for Grade A No. 1 Wiltshire 
sides, to $18.60, was announced June 
24. Like the other increases, it was 
designed to keep Canadian hogs from 
flowing across the border to markets 
which have been rising due to the 
American parity price program. 

The Canadian government bore the 
cost of the June 24 increase as it did 
a previous jump of 75 cents a hun¬ 
dredweight on May 30. An earlier 
boost of $1 a hundredweight oTi May 
1 was Parried by the United King¬ 
dom government. 

More than half the 425,000,00(4 
pounds of bacon being sent to Britain 
under contract for the year ending 
Oct. 31, 1941, has been shipped, but 
to fill the-remainder of the United 
Kingdom requirements the Canadian 
Bacon Board has encouraged Cana¬ 
dians to reduce their bacon consump¬ 
tion and increased prices for export 
bacon to keep supplies of hogs in Can¬ 
ada. 

In a year when -the export demand 
for Canadian bacon has surpassed 
any previous period, officials said, the 
United States market has been unus¬ 
ually attractive to Dominion produc¬ 
ers. 

Canadian production of hogs has 
increased but not to an extent to pro¬ 
vide for the heavy British require-

Canada’s surplus bacon has been 
used, these sources said, and consum¬ 
ers there have been urged to curtail 
pork consumption.

to-and it was terrible? 

So apparently if they enter at Waterton and keep 
right on the main highway, they have a happy memory 
of Alberta, and will return to their homes to encourage 
others to take the Alberta tour. If, however, they de¬ 
sire to explore our points of interest lying off the main 
highway, they will give us very much less favorable 
publicity. 

This would point to the need of hard-surfaced high¬ 
ways from every point of entrance into Alberta. To 
evade this need is to discriminate against the cities and 
towns, along all routes which might benefit by tourist 
trade. It is also an inconvenience to the motoring pub¬ 
lic to have only one good entry. 

There are dozens of attractive scenic points within 
this province, quite outside of the far-famed national 
parks. -These could be developed enormously if there 
were ready and pleasant access. Until this is done, 
these are resources lying dormant and undeveloped. 

In United States, there are 17 States which require 
that every dollar from motor taxes must be spent ex¬ 
clusively on roads, and the moral right of this law can 
be disputed by no government. This has not been the 
case in Alberta. Even in the period of most extensive 
road building, njotorists were paying for more than 
they got. It is said that in this present fiscal year alone, 
motorists are contributing $3,000,000 more in motor 
taxes than is being spent on road building.

Post War Policy Proposed 

(From “Country Life ln> B.C.”) 

'jV'OT long ago, Gilbert Jackson, lecturer at McGill 
■^University, discussed the farm outlook in a post 
war world. All signs point to an increased disparity 
between farm and factory prices, and he considers that 
Canada's fundamental need is the creation of a new 
balance in price structure. This means the raising of 
prices of primary products into line with the new- raised 
prices of other goods. In addition there must be con¬ 
stant attention to lowering of costs in primary produc¬ 
tion. The disequilibruium of post-war prices will not be 
suffered by Canada alone, but it will hit most grievously 


Shortly before the war broke out, Mr. King could not 
see why Canada should go overseas to fight in Europe’s 
quarrels, yet he remembers now that ir. the days of Mun¬ 
ich he had made up his mind to do so although it then 
meant a divided Cabinet and party.

“Suppose we (the British Commonwealth and United 
(states! were to say daily to those old customers ‘When 
your hour strikes pull down the dictators who govern 
you, liquidate the Gestapo, free the captives—and as 
soon as these things are done the relief ships will carry 
food to you.’ Such announcement would have such an

M r. King’s argument is that under the voluntary sys¬ 
tem we can get all the men we need to fight for us over¬ 
seas, but that we couldn't get enough men to fight for us 
at home without conscription, hence his Mobilization Art 
which compels men to enlist and train where there is no 
fighting going on. The object was to make it appear by 
figures that all sections of Canada were doing their Kid 
duty and that our effort is an all-out affair. The fraudu¬ 
lent character of the Mobilization Act is indicated by the 
fact that it 4l? es n °t prevent Mr. King and Mr. Lapointe 
from declaring that they are still resolved to carry out 
this no-conscription pledge.

Tracy Strong, general secretary of 
the Y.M.C.A. world committee for war 
prisoners’ aid, reports conditions in 
European prison camps are. far better 
than during the First Great War. 

“All the powers are living up to the 
Geneva conference agreement con¬ 
cerning camps," he said on his arrival 
on the Dixie Clipper from a four 
months tour of prison camps. 

He said there are more than 3,000,- 
000 prisoners, among.them: 

More than 100,000 in occupied 
France and more than 30,000 in unoc¬ 
cupied France; 

About 12,000 Poles in Switzerland 
who were among 40,000 French and 
Poles who crossed the borders when 
their countries fell, the-French subse¬ 
quently being released under an agree 
ment'with Germany;

Must Have Permits 

To Deliver Grain 

_■ ♦ 

Under the Canadian Wheat Board 
regulations covering the crop year 
1941-42, every producer who makes 
delivery of or sells wheat to any par¬ 
ty, or takes it to a mill to be gristed, 
must have a permit and all such de¬ 
liveries must be entered in the permit 
book, and be within his established 
quota at the delivery point.' 

It is further provided that no per¬ 
son, unless he is duly authorized by 
the Canadian Wheat Board, shall take 
delivery, buy, or mill wheat, and no 
person shall sell, deliver, or otherwise 
dispose of any wheat to, or have it 
milled by any person not so author¬ 
ized by the Canadian Wheat Board. 

Elevator companies who are licens¬ 
ed by the Board of Grain Commission¬ 
ers and who operate under a regular 
Wheat Board Agreement will be han¬ 
dled througlf their head offices. How¬ 
ever, all other parties wishing to 
deal in wheat will have to make appli¬ 
cation to the Canadian Wheat Board, 
423 Main Street, Winnipeg, Manitoba, 
setting forth full particulars of their 
business. 

As no purchases or deliveries of 
wheat may be made until authority is 
received by the Board, it is requested 
that these applications be made as 
soon as possible.

BRITAIN - RUSSIA 
ASSISTANCE PACT 


Qualifications 
In R C A F Service 


London and Moscow governments 
have pledged themselves to render 
each other assistance a nd s upport of 
all kinds' and at all times in the pres¬ 
ent war with Germany, and to neither 
negotiate nor conclude an armistice o- 
peace treaty except by mutual agree- 
ineht''"” I Fhis pledge was signed in 
Moscow- by Sir Stafford Cripps and 
Molotov. British dominions were in¬ 
formed of this treaty, and United 
States also is kept informed of all de¬ 
velopments. Stalin acted as host 
when the agreements were signed, 
•‘talking cordially to the Britfsn 
guests.” Toasts were then drunk in 
champagne to the success of the al-'l 
liance. 

There has been a lull in Nazi at¬ 
tack on the British Isles, and it is said 
that German air squadrons have been 
transferred from occupied countries 
in west Europe arid Africa to the 
Russian front. 

Taking advantage of German en¬ 
gagements with Russia, increasing 
forces of R.A.F. are sweeping over 
Germany and important centres of oc¬ 
cupied France. Churchill in his Mon¬ 
day speech forecast onslaughts of in¬ 
creasing magnitude till bombs dropp¬ 
ed on England are more than repaid 
by devastation in Germany. 

Germany — Russia m 

Russia claims that in three weeks 
of fighting Germany has lost more 
than 1,000,000 men killed and woun,» 
ed, while Soviet forces have lost not 
more than 250,000. Germans are 
cla med to have over 2300 planes and 
3000 tanks. Russia admits loss of 1900 
planes and 2200 tanks. Nazi driv* 
are under way toward I^ningrad, not 
far from the Finnish frontier, as well 
as from the south. 

Even with all ava'lable replace 
ments it is said German fliers have to 
go into action five tim^s daily. There 
\s no word to date of mass parachute 
attack. 

Germany cla'ms that tanks are less 
than 150 miles from Leningrad, and 
that they have come successfully with¬ 
in 300 miles of Moscow. They claim 
also the breaking of the Stalin line at 
various points. 

Hitler, however, gave himself 40 
days to reach the Russian capital and 
over half that time has elapsed with 
Russians holding strongly. Neutral 
observers consider the invasion at 
present almost a deadlock upon the 
2000 mile battle line. The immense 
strength of mechanized equipment re¬ 
moved from occupied co u n t rie s , is be¬ 
ing turned by Germany toward Rus¬ 
sia. 

Moscow scored an official victory 
in the Baltic by winking 2 German de¬ 
stroyers and 13 transports. 

K ! ev, the capital of the Ukraine, is

For the information of young Cana¬ 
dians eager to enter jthe Air Free anti 
who may consider themselves inelig¬ 
ible, following are the new regula¬ 
tions: 

1. The maximum height and weight 
for wireless operators (air gunners) 
and air gunners are now as follows:

A reporter is of necessity an imper¬ 
sonal observer of the happenings of 
the community. Offcially, it matters 
little to him what action a town coun¬ 
cil may take in any given matter. As 
an impartial observer a news item 
stating one side of- a controversy is 
just as important as an items convey¬ 
ing the other side. In other words ho 
is not a biased witness- of any event. 
He is interested only from the stand¬ 
point of news. 

To paraphrase a famous poem “his 
not to reason why.” That phrase 
adequately describes the reporter’s 
attitude toward any assignment he is 
called upon to cover. 

Newspaper reporters are often ask¬ 
ed to keep things out of the paper, or 
to soft pedal on some news itemt The 
conscientious reporter will never 
promise to do this. This is the per- 
ogative of the editor only, and the 
only thing the reporter can do is to 
take it up with the editor. Sometimes 
a bribe is offered, and if one really 
wants to earn the ill-will of a reporter 
this is the surest way to do it. The 
ne wspaper man who accepts a bribe is 
breaking faith with his profession, 
and he never remains a newspaper¬ 
man very long. 

Reporters have a very difficult job. 
They are surrounded by people who 
want special favors that he has not 
the power to grant. In practically ev¬ 
ery instance the reporter is worthy of 
the fullest confidence. He is a hard¬ 
working person who is trying to play 
the game, trying to serve his com¬ 
munity, and his finding is satisfac¬ 
tion in life, not from the ordinary 
pleasures of life, but from following 
the most fascinating calling known to 
mankind. 

When one is tempted to invite a re¬ 
porter to forget his code of ethics, it 
is well to remember that he has nc 
power to assure you of immunity 
from publicity or of special consider¬ 
ation. That responsibility rests sole¬ 
ly with the editor. 

Real Wealth 

The following highly encouraging 
item appeared in a recent issue of the 
London, Eng., “Sunday Express”; 

“Must we be ruined in order to win 
th.s war? Is it necessary that we 
should impoverish ourselves for a 
generation in our drive to .victory : 
These are questions which many men 
ask themselves today, ana every wo¬ 
man waits for the answer. The an¬ 
swer is—No. The wealth of the na¬ 
tion does not consist of its capital in 
terms of money. Its wealth is con¬ 
tained in the capacity of its popula¬ 
tion to labour and produce goods toi 
consumption, 

“It exists in the coal mines and for¬ 
ests, the brick and 'steel, timber and 
tin and iron which lest on and unde; 
its surface. When this war ends all 
the real wealth of Britain will be in¬ 
tact. Although there may be fewei 
millionaire.-; and a shrinkage of fat 
bank balances, the standards of “the 
population as a whole can be main¬ 
tained. 

“Indeed, these living standard- can 
be, and should be, increased. Thete 
is one immense national asset which 
for years has been squandered and i. - 
glected. Hitler, with all his vision, 
can never touch or defile it. That is 
our good earth. Agricultural lana dif¬ 
fers from every other asset we have 
in that it is inexhaustible. A day will 
come when the last ton of coal is 
’nought to the surface from our mine.?’ 
but the day will never arrive when the 
final ton rr f pwt a t r e s —n-i H fie lif t ed 
from our ridges."
